Topelui, Kan., Nor. 11.— Some farm 
er boys near Pauline. Ave miles south 
of tliis city, learned two escaped ron- 
victs from Leavenworth were In the 
neighborhood. Hastily forming a 
posse, armed with target rifles, pistols 
ahd clubs, they gave chase. Neither 
of the convicts was^ arnud. and tlu'v 
were unable to make a stand. Later 
Sheriff Cook and Deputy Williams ar- 
rived. Coming upon the convicts both 
offlcers fired, wounding the men but 
not disabling them. The convicts thon 
fled through a small opening in the 
timber and ran into the house of 
Farmer Wooster. Sheriff Cook tele- 
graphed to Topeka for assistance and 
then took up the chasp. ThinUine; the 
convicts had run aionutl tlu' house. 
Cook darted fhroiiBh thi- opi n iloor 
intending to surprise them at the rear 
door. But Instead of this the convicts 
had gone Into the bouse and the offi- 
cer almost fell into their arms. Sherlft 
Cook was ordered to give up ...s gtin. 
which he did. Deputy Wiliams by this 
time had reached the bouse and i n 
tared without knowing what had uap 
pened Inside, and he. too. was made 
captive by the convicts. In the niran- 
time Chief Stahl of Topeka with eigh. 
officers were on their way. They ar- 
rived at the Wooster bouse about an 
hodr after the offlcers had been im- 
prisoned. Chief Stahl Immediately 
began negotiations with the convicts 
to give up their prisoners and to sur 
render themselves, but the convicts 
only laughed. Farmer Wooster then 
managed to get a gun and waa about 
to make an attack on the nonvicia, 
when one of them laid him low wlih 
a blow from the butt of a revolv< r 
taken from one of their captives, 'l he 
convlcta broke Wooater's right hand 
and cut an ugly gash in bis aead. 

One of the convicts fold SherItT 
Cook that he would ix; killed if he 
made the slighti'.^t move toward their 
capture. In the meantime the police 
oflicers on the outatde had aurrounded 
the bullAlng, but were afraid to make 
a move for fear that Cook and Wil- 
liams would suffer. Mrs. Wooster had 
fainted during the excitement. She 
finally revived, and then the bold 
convlcta placed the woman and Sher- 
iff Cook In front of them as shields 
and made for the door 

Then, after exacting a promise from 
the six riff that he would not permit 
any of tbe offlcers outside to fire or. 
them, they started for the open. As 
they left the house, the frightened 
farmer's wife and the Eubmlsslve 
sheriff before them, the convicts pass- 
ed between a cordon of police, who 
could have easily eapturod thatt, and 
started for the railroad track. Tbe 
sheriff had in turn exacted a promise 
from the police that they would not 
molest the convicts, and they did not 
After covering a considerable dis 
tance down the track the convicts sud- 
denly disappeared throngh a hedge 
fence, t)i(ldiiig the officers a OMCking 
farewell. The convicts had secured a 
good start before the officers Had re- 
covered from tbelr surprise. Then 
some of the policemen wanted to pur- 
sue, but Sheriff Cook would not per- 
mit It. as he had promised th^ con- 
victs immunity from arrest. Later a 
posse started in pursuit. 

General Lukban's Terms. 
Manilla. Nov. 11. — Acordlng to ad 
vices from Catabalogan, capital of the 
Island of Samar, tba Inaurgent leader 
Lukban has sent a message to Gen- 
eral Smith declaring that he will not 
listen to negotiations for surrender 
until all the Americans have with- 
drawn from tba Oaadan valley. Oen> 
enl Smith has ordered every Ameri- 
can soldier In the island of Samar and 
the island of Leyte never to be with- 
out arms, even at meal time. He Is 
determined that there shall be no 
mora aurprlaaa, and commanding offl- 
eera will be held responsible. General 
Smith also directs that scouting must 
continue incessantly and that all rice 
and hempcaptured must be destroyed. 
Ue conaldera the capture of Lukban 
only a quaaUoo of a vary abort time.

Canal Commission's Report 

Washington. Nov. 11. — The Isthmian 

canal commission will meet Tuesday 
to add the finishing touches to Its re- 
port. It can be stati d by authority 
that the commission has not reported 
up to this time, In favor either of the 
Nlcaraguan or of the Panama project. 
Consequently, the question has not 
figured b< fore the caliim t and the ad- 
ministration has not expressed a pre- 
ference for either route. It is expect- 
ed the commission will not, undertake 
either to accept or to reject the propo- 
sition of President Hutln, looking to 
the acquisition by this government of 
the I'anama Canal company's conces- 
sions. However, it will lay tbe propo- 
sition before the prealdant and con- 
gress. It can be atated alao by author- 
ity that in view of the well understood 
favor with which congress heretofore 
regarded the Nicara.ijuaii rout(\ the 
decision of the executive departments 
will be In favor of that project. 

Thompson to Be Prosecuted. 
Port Huron, .Mich., Nov. 11.— It de- 
velops that If Charles D. Thompson, 
ex-supreme finance keeper of the au- 
preme tent, Knights of the .Maccabees, 
who embezzled $60,000 from the order, 
is to be prosecuted, the Maccahee of- 
ficials will have to take the initiative. 
By the terms of Thompaon'a bond 
with the Fidelity and Deposit com- 
pany yjt Baltimore, which was In force 
when most of the money was taken, 
the organization must apply for the 
warrant in the event of a defalcation 
and prosecute with tbe assistance 
the bonding company. Supreme Coun- 
sellor D. D. Altken baa all the neces- 
sary papers and Thompson's arrest is 
expected soon. Dr. L. E. Sisler of 
Akron, O., was selected to succeed 
Thompson aa finance keeper. 

France's American School. 
Paris, Nov. 11. — A decree of the min- 
ister of coninierre. M. MiUeraiul will 
be published in the official Journal ap- 
pointing a eonunlaalon in which 
France proposes the organisation and 
establishment of an Industrial school 
in the United States for the study of 
American industrial methods. Tue 
commission, which is composed of 14 
members, la preaided over by Senator 
Plorrier and Includea M. Boquet, di- 
rector in chief of the department of 
technical instructlqn in the ministry 
of commerce and the heads of the 
State and private Industrial institu- 
Uona. 



Shorter Than Suez Route. 
New York, Nov. 11. — A consignment 
of mall which left Sydney, Australia, 
Oct. 16, for London. England, by the 
Amarieaa route, arrived In thia olty 
and was dispatched on the steamship 
Umbria for London. The mail arrived 
on the steamship Venture at San Fran- 
cisco Nov. 4 and was carried across 
the continent by regular mall trains. 
Tba time eonanmed in tranamlttlag 
mall from Sydney to London will be 
about 31 dayt-., a saving of foar dajra 
over tbe Suez route.
